Sciatica 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

Sciatica is a common disorder, occurring 
more frequently among men than among women. 
It is most likely to appear in the patient of 
middle age. Sciatica refers to a painful irrita- 
tion of the great sciatic nerve, which emerges 
from the pelvis and runs down the leg. The 
symptoms are similar to those 
seen in neuritis. 

Usually, sciatica is 
ondary in nature, that is, it 
develops as the result of some 
other primary trouble. Arth- 
ritis of the lower spine or the 
hip-joint may cause sciatica; 
sluggish elimination is a com- 
mon cause. Exposure to cold 
or to damp, or injury may 
serve as exciting causes, but 
cannot be considered the fun- 
damental cause. As a general rule, the patient 
has a predisposition to rheumatism and in the 
case of sciatica, these rheumatic poisons accum- 
ulate around the sciatic nerve, producing an 
irritation. Sacro-iliac strain is an additional 
possible cause. Spinal subluxations, in which 
there occurs a slipping of Some of the small 
bones in the lower spine, may cause pressure 
and lead to sciatica. 

Pain is the outstanding symptom of sciatica 
and the pain may seem to arise in the lower 
back. As a general rule, the pain is at first 
slight, gradually growing worse. Sometimes the 
patient complains of a pain in the back of the 
thigh which is more marked after holding the 
affected leg in certain positions. As the pain 
becomes more noticeable, it will extend down- 
ward along the course of the nerve and pres- 
sure on certain spots along the irritated nerve 
will cause extreme tenderness. The pain may 
localize in one of the branches of tfe sciatic 
nerve, such as the popliteal. The patient 
describes the pain as gnawing or boring and it 
commonly increases in intensity at night. 
Usually sciatica affects one side only, although 
it may be bilateral. 

Sciatica may continue for months or years, 
recurring from time to time: Before a com- 
plete recovery may be expected, a careful 
examination is required. If it is discovered that 
the patient has a tendency to diabetes or to 
rheumatism, these underlying disorders must 
be treated before the sciatica will disappear. 
Any point of focal infection as in the tonsils or 
at the roots of the teeth, should receive suitable 
which is given in addition to

local treatment, 
the general treatment. 

During the severe attacks, the patient should 
be enc ged to rest, assuming the position in 
bed which affords the ss. Baking 
the painful area with the Deep Therapy Lamp 
is often of benefit, the deep, penetrating heat 
of the lamp pro g ble relief. The 
soothing heat of the diathermy is frequently 
of value. The application of hot towels may 
be employed as a home treatment to make the 
patient more comfortable and the towels are 
to be changed quite often. As soon as one begins 
to cool, it is replaced with a fresh hot one. 

I find the fast a great help in these cases, 
as the fruit juice fast will allow the body to 
eliminate the rheumatic toxins which may be 
irritating the nerve.

These are the two factors the Edmonton Bulletin has put for- 
\ ard for years, advocating the retirement of all public bonds by 
legal tender secured for retirement by a sinking fund secured on 
each specific revenue released from bonded indebtedness; and also 
advocating an increase of currency so that any individual desiring 
to carry out any specific work of production or construction 
could get access to credit and obtain the use of currency, 


The editorial from Syren and Shipping is written in an 
absolutely impartial spirit, and throws much clarity upon what is 
certainly the most important phase of finance. You will bé well 
advised to study it most carefully and to the student of English it 
Will be interesting as a use of the graphic and direct method of 
explanation; it reads: 


“In the first place I must point out that the idea of a balanced 
national credit account is a-fairly recent innovation. Many of the 
early social creditors claimed that since all credit is sound so 
long as it is respected, one could inflate purchasing power ad 
infinitum by adding a never-ending string of noughts to the 
nation’s debit. In practical politics, of course, the international 
factor would prevent this unless the whole world adopted the 
plan. Personally, I am of opinion that a credit system based upon 
national production is economically sound, and would be in many 
respects superior to the present monetary system. At present we 
suffer not only because of a shortage of credit, but also because 
the fluctuating demand and the interést factor cause constant dis- 
turbances in the price and value scale, and the transfer of credit 
authority from the banks to the Crown would have a valuable 
Stabilizing effect upon prices. It follows that so long as the 
national credit account is correctly balanced, the ideal of a na- 
tional dividend is also economically sound. There could be, no 
doubt, a substantial volume of credit offered to the individual if 
we were making more use of the national productive capacity 
So far so good. Where I differ from the social credit enthusiast is 
on the question of “just price.” I do not believe this can possibly 
be calculated. The margin certainly exists between the total pro- 
ductive price and the consumption factor of purchasing power 
directly created, but the difference represented by raw materials 
plant, etc., does not mean a dead margin, for the purchase factor 
of the latter permits further credit for consumers, and even the 
question of time lag is ruled out considerably by the existence of 
other credits held by buyers outside the immediate cycle of pro- 
duction instanced. To me, also, the margin to be distributed in the 
form of a national dividend may be substantial, but nothing like 
the total most social credit enthusiasts imagine. The margin will 
actually be mainly the sum of interest saved and the benefits of 
sound credit at present unissued, both of which will be swelled by 
the finance of short term consumption. A sound credit system 
freed from the banks would have big advantages. It would permit 
interest-free credits for State purposes, whereas at present bor- 
rowings can only be done on an interest basis; and interest is 
always a constant brake on the balancing of production and con- 
sumption. Honestly, I think the change in our credit system will 
have to come, and may happen very scon. It should banish 
poverty and want. But as the largest portion of the world’s pop- 
ulation in engaged in the slow process of feod production we must 
not expect a generally beneficial Utopia. The countries likely to 
benefit first and most are the manufacturing countries, and it will 
be in the larger volume of manufactured goods which he will be 
able to buy that the individual will notice the greatest benefit. 
Space considerations prevent me from discussing various prob- 
able repercussions. I will therefore close the topic by remarking 
that if I were running the social credit secretariat I should ignore 
the “just price’ maze and concentrate upon the sound principle of 
a changed credit system with a national dividend or lower tax- 
ation.” 

Finally to those correspondents who have requested further 
proof that the movement for the abolishing of poverty can ever 
succeed, we direct attention to the words used above: “It should 
banish poverty and want.” :

A universal law of the world is 
the urge to maintain and perpet- 
uate life, said the president. It i: 
the struggle to preserve life which 
has demanded and resulted in, the 
chief charac‘eristics of nobility and 
adaptability. Man has done his part 
in changing the living world, and 
the y to the procers has been 
the solace of genetics which has en- 
deavored to make use of the law: 
of heredity. 

Biological workers are concern- 
ed. he said, with the problem as to 
whether life is a process that 
eventually can be explained by the 
laws of physics or chemis‘ry. How- 
ever, most tientists, he said 
though accepting scme such ex- 
planation as a working hypothesis 
for further research ere willing to 
cencede that there is something 
further which cannot as yet be ex- 
pines in terms of tengible matter.
